Dr.  Hayes  attended  Berwick,  Me.,  and  Phillips  Exeter,  N.  Ii.,  Academies. 
Fie  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Freeman  Hall  of  North  Berwick,  attending  lectures 
at  Bowdoin  College  in  1862,  and  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1864.  Because  of  an 
accident  to  his  leg  received  in  his  youth,  he  was  unable  to  enlist  when  the  Civil 
War  broke  out,  but  in  1862  he  joined  the  corps  of  nurses.  Early  in  Jan.  1863  he 
was  appointed  from  Brunswick,  Me.,  acting  assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  Army,  and 
on  the  13th  of  the  same  month  was  ordered  to  St.  Louis,  being  assigned  to  the 
Jefferson  Barracks  General  Hospital.

After  graduating  from  the  Farmington  Normal  School  in  1867,  he  taught 
until  he  entered  Dartmouth  College,  where  he  spent  two  years  (1869-1871)  and 
then  went  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  graduating  with  the 
degree  of  C.E.  in  1873.  He  began  the  practice  of  Civil  Engineering  with  the  Erie 
Railroad,  but  in  1874  went  to  Buffalo  and  thereafter  he  made  bridge  building 
his  life  work.  He  was  engaged  in  some  of  the  greatest  bridge  building  enterprises 
of  his  day;  was  prominently  identified  with  the  famous  Cantilever  Bridge  over 
the  Niagara,  and  the  great  bridge  at  Hawkesbury,  New  South  Wales,  Australia, 
and  extensive  railroad  development  in  Chili,  South  America.

*  *  *  ”  that  “all  good  enterprises  in  the  city  could  confidently  rely  upon  his 
willing  and  liberal  support  *  *  *  ”  that  he  wras  “  an  associate  and  friend,  genial, 
cultured,  earnest,  generous  and  wise.”  His  benefactions  extended  to  every  insti¬ 
tution  with  which  he  was  associated,  his  native  town,  his  church,  the  Fine  Arts 
Academy,  Buffalo  University  whose  administrative  building,  with  its  auditorium 
and  Westminster  Chimes,  has  received  the  name  of  “Edmund  Hayes  Hall”  in 
recognition  of  his  gift  of  $250,000  for  a  building  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  Dart¬ 
mouth  College  which  received  a  similar  endowment.

Lydia  Wentworth  was  a 
daughter  of  Ephraim4  and  Phebe4  (Wentworth)  Wentworth,  both  of  whom  traced 
their  descent  from  Elder  William1  Wentworth.  The  wedding  ring  of  Lydia  Hayes 
had  been  her  mother’s  w'edding  ring,  and  was  saved  for  her  after  her  mother’s 
death,  which  occurred  at  Lydia’s  birth.  The  ring,  wedding  dress,  and  tea  set 
received  from  her  father,  together  with  the  note  written  by  Simon  to  her  father 
asking  her  hand  in  marriage,  are  preserved  by  the  descendants. 

“Squire”  Hayes,  as  he  was  called,  lived  in  Farmington  all  his  life,  except  for 
four  years  (1846-1850)  when  he  lived  on  Nute  Ridge  in  Milton,  where  he  had 
purchased  the  farm  of  his  wife’s  uncle,  Ezekiel4  Hayes.  This  farm  was  situated 
at  the  corner  of  “Hare  Road”  and  the  cross-road  to  Milton  Three  Ponds  in  West 
Milton.  The  fine  old  colonial  house  on  this  site  was  burned  many  years  ago.  When 
first  married,  Simon  built  on  land  acquired  by  gift  and  purchase  in  1823  from  his 
father’s  homestead  about  two  miles  southeast  of  the  village  of  Farmington  on 
the  south  side  of  the  lower  cross-road  to  Milton.  His  land  extended  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  Milton  town  line  and  was  a  part  of  Lot  81,  Second  Divi¬ 
sion  (Strafford  County  Deeds,  119:82;  46:137).  The  colonial  house  still  stands, 
though  it  passed  out  of  the  family  name  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  Here  all  his 
children  were  born.  His  daughter  Phebe,  when  over  eighty  years  of  age,  recalled 
the  scrubbing  and  sanding  of  the  kitchen  floor  on  Saturdays  in  anticipation  of 
the  Sabbath.  White  sand  which  was  brought  from  the  beach  at  Portsmouth  was 
swept  on  the  floor  and  marked  with  curley-cue  figures  by  a  cedar  or  hemlock 
broom  according  to  the  colonial  custom,  probably  prompted  by  the  much  cooking 
in  the  big  open  fireplace  and  the  dripping  of  hardening  fat  from  the  tallow  candles 
then  in  use.  Having  prospered  through  his  industry  and  thrift,  Simon  bought  the 
John  W.  Knight  farm  18  Apr.  1850  and  moved  his  family  thither,  one  mile  south 
of  the  center  of  Farmington  on  the  main  road  to  Rochester  (Strafford  County 
Deeds,  206:96,  66).  This  was  the  farm  on  which  Henry  Wilson,  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States  and  friend  of  the  soldier  and  the  slave,  “served  his  time” 
until  he  was  21  years  of  age,  and  where,  by  the  light  of  the  great  fireplace,  he 
read  more  than  a  thousand  books  that  sent  him  on  his  way  to  serve  his  country 
and  mankind.  Mr.  Hayes  steadily  increased  the  size  of  his  farm  until  it  embraced 
a  square  mile  of  land  (recorded  in  Strafford  County  Deeds).  He  soon  came  to 
be  looked  to  more  and  more  by  the  community  for  counsel  and  service.  His 
time  became  devoted  to  his  duties  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  an  office  he  held  for 
twenty  years,  and  selectman  of  the  town,  to  the  settlement  of  estates,  committee 
work  on  laying  out  new  roads  and  building  the  Congregational  Church,  guardian¬ 
ship  of  orphan  and  needy  children,  and  a  multitude  of  services  that  called  for 
keen  perception  and  balanced  judgment.  He  exhibited  great  devotion  to  his 
family,  was  generous  and  public  spirited.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant  of  Militia 
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for  at  least  six  years  before  his  marriage.  His  commissions,  signed  by  the  Gover¬ 
nors  of  the  State,  together  with  account  books  dating  back  to  1823,  and  many 
papers  relating  to  public  and  private  affairs  are  still  preserved  by  the  family. 
His  will,  drawn  24  May  1866,  mentions  wife  Lydia;  children  Seth,  Phebe  Cate, 
Annie  M.  Fall;  grandchildren  Jessie  H.  Hayes,  Freddie  S.  Cate,  Henry  C.  Fall 
and  infant  dau.  of  Annie  M.  Fall;  executor  John  D.  Lyman  (Strafford  County 
Probate,  Vol.  80,  p.  1).

Particulars  of  the  settlement  of  his  estate  are  preserved  with  a  list  of  articles 
selected  by  the  widow,  appraisal  and  sale  at  auction  of  personal  property  on 
19  Oct.  1838,  and  a  Dover  Gazette  and  Strafford  Advertiser  of  Oct.  22,  1839  adver-

He  was  married  19  May  1833  by  Rev.  Nathaniel  Berry  of  New  Durham  to 
Mary  E.  Rand,  daughter  of  Eleazer  and  Sarah  (Thomas)  Rand.  She  was  born 
28  Apr.  1813  in  Farmington  and  died  2  Dec.  1894,  aged  81y.7m.4d.  in  Farmington 
(N.  H.  V.  R.).  Her  father  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  took  up  land  in  the  out¬ 
skirts  of  Farmington  when  it  was  covered  with  forest,  cut  the  timber,  put  his 
house  together  with  wooden  pegs,  and  covered  the  frame  with  white  birch  bark 
before  shingles  were  added.  This  use  of  white  birch  bark  is  mentioned  because  it 
was  said  that  when  the  Isaiah  Thomas  House  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  was  demolished 
a  few  years  ago,  the  architect  knew  of  no  other  instance  of  its  similar  use.  (“The 
Isaiah  Thomas  House”  by  N.  Waldo  Cutler,  Director  of  Worcester  Hist.  Soc., 
in  Old  Time  New  England  of  Jan.  1928.)  This  house  in  which  Mary  Rand  was 
born  has  now  fallen  to  ruin. 

Aaron  Hayes  lived  in  Farmington.  His  house  stood  on  Central  St.  just  west 
of  the  present  Central  Hotel.  After  his  death,  it  was  sold,  cut  in  two  and  moved 
away;  one  half  to  Elm  St.,  just  east  of  the  William  T.  Hayes  house,  and  one  half 
to  Canal  St.,  next  west  of  the  Baston  residence.  His  name  appears  on  the  1850 
and  1860  census,  as  a  blacksmith  and  farmer.  He  was  selectman  in  1855.

daughter  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  Farmington. 

He  married  in  Jan.  1844  Eliza  Pearl,  daughter  of  Joseph  Pearl  and  Betsey6 
Hayes  (Daniel4,  Daniel3,  Ichabod2,  John1)  of  Milton,  N.  H.  She  was  born  in  June 
1822;  died  4  Nov.  1851,  aged  29y.5m.  and  is  entombed  in  a  sarcophagus  hewn 
from  a  single  block  of  granite.  Mr.  Hayes  had  a  similar  sarcophagus  made  for 
himself,  as  related  by  an  elderly  man  who  recalled  seeing  a  workman  chiseling 
out  the  stone  day  after  day  at  the  east  end  of  Mr.  Hayes’s  house.  The  tomb, 
originally  located  on  his  home  place,  was  removed  to  Pine  Grove  Cemetery.  His 
funeral  sermon,  at  his  request,  was  written  and  read  to  him  before  his  death. 
He  would  have  no  eulogy,  nothing  but  a  simple  biographical  sketch.  His  towns¬ 
men  thought  him  eccentric  but  much  of  his  eccentricity  was  the  eccentricity  of 
good  sense. 

Mr.  Hayes  spent  all  of  his  life  in  Farmington  except  for  his  early  apprentice¬ 
ship  in  Alton,  and  a  few  years  previous  to  1840  spent  in  Natick,  Mass.,  where  he 
prepared  himself  for  his  life  work  as  a  shoe  manufacturer.  With  his  savings  from 
work  in  Natick  and  some  assistance  from  his  brother  Simon,  he  soon  became  estab¬ 
lished  in  his  native  town.  He  was  a  pioneer  shoe  manufacturer  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire.  He  built  a  factory  and  by  wise  management  and  industry  accu¬ 
mulated  what  in  that  day  was  considered  a  large  fortune.  In  a  single  period  of 
ten  years,  1850  to  1860,  his  census  appraisal  increased  from  $9,000  to  $42,000. 
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He  invested  much  in  real  estate  and  encouraged  his  employees  to  own  their  own 
homes.  The  development  and  prosperity  of  the  town  of  Farmington  was  due  in 
great  measure  to  foundations  laid  by  Martin  Luther  Hayes.  The  large  shade  trees 
now  bordering  the  village  streets  are  due  to  his  foresight;  the  boulder  marking 
the  site  of  the  birthplace  of  his  friend,  Henry  Wilson  (born  Jeremiah  Colbath), 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  was  placed  and  inscribed  by  him.  He  refused 
all  town  office,  but  was  incorporator  and  trustee  of  the  Farmington  Savings  Bank 
and  director  of  the  National  Bank.  His  spacious  house  on  Central  Street  was  design¬ 
ed  by  himself.  In  the  new  barn  of  this  house  Henry  Wilson  addressed  the  people 
of  Farmington  on  the  slavery  question.  In  this  house  he  lived  for  many  years 
with  only  his  Quakeress  housekeeper  Mary  Varney,  and  an  unmarried  relative, 
Jonathan  Hayes,  whom  he  had  taken  into  business  with  him.  This  place  is  in 
1936  the  F.  J.  Hanson  residence.  Mr.  Hayes  was  one  of  the  first  to  announce 
anti-slavery  views  and  was  always  a  supporter  of  the  temperance  cause.  He  made 
extensive  purchases  of  land  in  Crawford  Notch  of  the  White  Mts.,  where  he  became 
owner  of  some  fifty  thousand  acres.  George  E.  Davis  of  Lawrence,  Mass,  adminis¬ 
tered  his  estate,  appraised  $83,453.35  (Strafford  Co.  Probate,  95:129;  83:337).

He  was  married  25  Jan.  1844  by  Rev.  Samuel  Hunt  to  Maria  Morse, 
daughter  of  Rufus  and  Hannah  (Drury)  Morse  of  Natick.  She  was  bom  24  Sept. 
1816  in  Natick  and  died  there  22  Aug.  1900,  aged  83y.10m.28d.  Her  father  for¬ 
merly  owned  a  large  part  of  the  land  on  which  the  village  of  Natick  now  stands, 
as  well  as  the  large,  three-story  Morse  tavern,  a  half-way  house  between  Boston 
and  Worcester  in  early  days.  Her  mother  was  a  descendant  of  Capt.  Asa  Drury 
of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Her  family  were  benefactors  of  the  town  of  Natick. 
To  this  family  Natick  is  indebted  for  the  Morse  Institute  (Public  Library)  and 
the  Morse  Hospital. 

Mr.  Hayes  went  to  Natick  in  1835,  attracted  by  the  shoe  business,  and  that 
was  his  home  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  commissioned  26  July  1847,  Ordnance 
Master  of  Artillery  in  1st  Reg’t,  3rd  Brigade,  Mass.  Militia  (Roster  11,  Militia, 
1844-1855,  p.  86,  Mass.  Military  Archives).  He  was  soon  drawn  into  a  very  differ¬ 
ent  life  from  that  of  a  shoemaker.  He  became  one  of  the  best  known  horsemen  of 
his  day,  and  won  a  reputation  as  trainer,  driver,  breeder,  and  expert  judge  of 
horses.  He  had  extensive  stables  in  Allston  and  at  Beacon  Park,  and  he  was 
interested  in  the  building  of  Mystic  Park.  In  1874,  he  lost  his  left  hand  through 
an  accident  but,  in  spite  of  this,  he  continued  his  activities  and  was  often  seen 
behind  his  horses.  For  an  excellent  likeness  and  biographical  sketch  of  Mr.  Hayes,

She  married  18  Oct.  1849  (int.  23  Sept.  1849,  Natick,  Mass.  V.  R.)  John 
Hanson  Hurd,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Abigail  B.  (Rand)  Hurd.  He  was  born  2 
July  1824  in  Farmington;  died  20  Apr.  1901  in  Dover,  and  is  buried  in  Pine  Hill 
Cemetery.  At  the  time  of  their  marriage  she  was  reported  as  of  Natick  and  prob¬ 
ably  was  making  her  home  with  her  brother  Stephen,  though  for  a  short  time  she 
worked  in  the  new  mills  in  Lowell,  as  many  a  New  Hampshire  girl  of  respectable 
family  was  doing  in  those  days  before  the  influx  of  so  much  foreign  labor.  An  old 
letter  of  1847  shows  that  she  was  in  Lowell  at  that  time.  These  young  women  from 
the  New  England  farms  were  independent,  self  respecting  young  folks,  intent 
upon  seizing  the  new  opportunity  to  earn  their  own  living  and  have  the  adventure 
of  a  change  of  scene.  Specimens  of  her  fine  sewing  and  embroidery  are  preserved 
in  the  family.  Between  1835  and  1850  Mr.  Hurd  was  in  Natick  learning  the  shoe 
business.  He  first  established  a  shoe  business  in  Farmington  in  1850  and  lived 
in  the  house  adjoining  the  Baptist  church  until  about  1857,  when  he  built  on  the 
south  side  of  Elm  St.  the  house  now  (1936)  occupied  by  Mrs.  William  T.  Hayes. 
He  represented  Farmington  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1861  and  1865.  He  removed 
his  business  to  Dover  where  he  continued  it  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
and  took  his  son  into  partnership.  In  addition  to  supplying  southern  and  western 
markets,  they  had  an  extensive  foreign  trade.  Mr.  Hurd  married  (2)  29  Jan.  1868

Rochester,  N.  H.  ( Dover  Enquirer  of  27  Mar.  1873);  buried  with  his  wife  on  the 
homestead,  and  later  removed  to  the  Rochester  Cemetery;  married  26  Nov.  1835 
by  Rev.  Elijah  Dunbar  of  Peterboro,  N.  H.,  in  Peterboro  to  Mary  R.  Forbush, 
daughter  of  Lieut.

Mr.  Hayes  was  a  printer  and  editor,  and  in  this  profession  spent  most  of  his 
life.  The  Vox  Populi  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  the  Merrimack  Courier  of  Lawrence,  Mass., 
begun  in  1846,  and  the  Whig  and  Aegis  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  were  edited  by  him 
before  he  moved  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was 
gathering  material  for  years  for  a  four  volume  work  on  the  accomplishments  of 
women,  the  first  volume  under  the  title  “Stepping  Stones  Planted  by  Women,” 
to  be  given  to  those  conspicuous  for  their  aid  to  men  of  fame ;  the  second  volume, 
“Women  Leaders  in  Morals  and  Religion,”  the  third  volume,  “Eloquent  Words 
of  Women,”  and  the  fourth  on  “Poems  of  Women.”  He  said  this  would  comprise 
“What  I  know  about  the  Women,  by  a  man  of  75  years” — and  he  adds,  “But 
there  it  is,  and  there,  in  all  probability  at  no  distant  day,  I  shall  leave  it,  possibly 
to  be  used  as  fire-kindling.”  One  wonders  what  has  become  of  it.

He  lived 
in  Wolfeboro  on  the  homestead,  where  his  father  built  a  house  for  him  at  the  time 
of  his  marriage,  nearer  the  road  than  his  father’s.  Both  houses  still  stand.  As  a 
young  man  he  followed  the  trade  of  his  father,  a  tanner  and  shoemaker,  but  his 
health  became  effected  by  the  occupation  so  he  changed  to  the  trade  of  a  mason, 
in  which  he  became  very  expert.  As  he  acquired  property  he  invested  in  land  on 
which  he  made  large  quantities  of  maple  sugar.  He  was  a  man  “trusted  by  all, 
and  was  an  exemplary  citizen.”  He  had  some  musical  talent  and  taught  music 
school  and  directed  the  choir  in  the  Congregational  Church.  The  settlement  of 
his  estate  is  on  record  in  Carroll  County  Probate  at  Ossipee,  N.  H.,  No.  2400.

In  1839  he  and  his  brother  Samuel  went  to  Natick,  Mass.,  in  the  early  days  of 
shoe  manufacturing,  returned  in  1847,  and  established  the  first  boot  and  shoe 
manufactory  of  Dover  at  the  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Sixth  Streets.  By  strict 
economy,  sound  judgment,  and  business  ability  he  had  accumulated  a  sufficient 
fortune  by  1880  to  enable  him  to  retire,  and  thereafter  enjoy  his  small  farm  in 
Rollinsford.  The  Dover  census  of  1850  fists  him  with  a  rating  of  82,500;  in  1860, 
87,000;  in  1870,  over  810,000.  The  settlement  of  his  estate  is  recorded  in  the 
Probate  Court  at  Salem,  Mass.

Artillery,  in  which  his  brother  Cyrus  enlisted  and  was  killed;  wounded  in  the 
neck  18  June  1864  in  a  charge  on  the  enemy’s  works  in  front  of  Petersburg,  and 
received  honorable  discharge  at  U.  S.  A.  General  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  16  June 
1865  (Military  Archives,  Augusta,  Me.).  He  returned  to  Maine.  In  April  of  1866 
he  moved  to  Ohio;  in  October  to  Michigan;  in  1875  to  Fresno,  Calif.,  and  was 
living  there  in  1888  when  he  wrote  up  family  data.  In  1903,  he  and  his  wife  and 
son  Elmer  removed  to  Stockton  and  made  their  home  with  daughter  Effie.

The  “Moses”  of  his  name  was  dropped  by  act  of  Legislature  in  1846,  possibly  to 
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avoid  confusion  with  a  Moses  Hayes  who  was  a  prominent  Jewish  gentleman  at 
this  time  in  Providence,  R.  I.  (Laws  of  N.  H.,  vol.  38,  p.  35).  Mr.  Hayes  died  16 
Oct.  1877  in  Providence  and  is  buried  in  Swan  Point  Cemetery,  Providence.  He 
married  22  Aug.  1849  ( Dover  Gazette  of  1  Sept.)  or  29  Aug.  (“Descendants  of 
Charles  Bowler”)  Abby  Maria8  Bowler  (Charles  Lee4,  Samuel  Bourse3,  Met¬ 
calf2,  Charles1),  daughter  of  Charles  Lee  and  Hannah  Gibbs  (Aborn)  Bowler  of 
Providence.  She  was  born  29  Mar.  1829  in  Providence  and  died  29  Dec.  1891  in 
Bristol,  R.  I. 

Mr.  Hayes  received  his  education  at  Gilmanton,  and  Phillips  Exeter  Acad¬ 
emies,  and  Brown  University,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1844  with  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  rank.  He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Richard  W.  Green  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1847.  He  was  soon  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest  lawyers 
in  Providence.  For  several  years  he  was  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  for 
five  years  and  its  President  for  three  years,  one  of  the  Commission  for  revising 
the  Statutes  of  Rhode  Island.  For  several  years  he  was  Assistant  Adj.  General  of 
the  State,  and  Division  Inspector  with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  was  Speaker  of 
the  House  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  in  1860,  and  President  Lincoln 
appointed  him  U.  S.  Attorney  for  the  District  of  Rhode  Island  in  1861  in  which 
office  he  continued  for  ten  years.  In  this  capacity  he  served  the  state  throughout 
the  Civil  War.  He  took  Charles  Matteson  into  partnership  with  him  and  practiced 
under  the  firm  name  of  “Hayes  and  Matteson”  from  about  1865  to  1871.  He 
became  legal  adviser  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  and  of  other  cor¬ 
porations.  He  was  author  of  “Revision  of  the  Laws:  A  History  of  the  Codes  of 
Rhode  Island”  (1857).

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(First  Book  of  Records  of  the  Town  of  Pepperellborough,  now  Saco),  daughter 
of  Capt.  Frost,  a  prominent  hotel  proprietor  of  Portsmouth.  She  was  born  in 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  about  1804  and  died  31  Jan.  1854,  aged  49  yrs.,  at  the  home 
of  her  daughter  in  Portland,  Me. 

Mr.  Hayes  was  living  in  Saco  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  in  1823;  in  1826  he 
acted  as  marshal  at  the  Fourth  of  July  celebration  in  Saco,  and  sang  a  song  written 
for  the  occasion  by  Gov.  John  Fairfield  of  Maine;  he  was  master  of  the  Masonic 
Lodge  in  Saco  in  1826;  the  death  of  one  of  his  children  is  recorded  in  Saco  in  1829. 
He  is  always  referred  to  as  “Colonel  Charles  Hayes.”  He  was  a  widely  known  and 
respected  hotel  proprietor,  as  his  mother  was  before  him,  and,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  was  proprietor  of  the  Bangor  House  in  Bangor,  Me.  His  widow  was  a 
capable  and  gracious  hotel  manager,  backed  by  experience  in  her  father’s  and 
her  husband’s  work.  The  Dover  Gazette  at  the  time  of  her  death  referred  to  her 
“connection  with  the  Bangor  House,  the  Gorham  House,  and  other  respectable 
places  of  sojourn.”  Mount  Hayes  of  the  White  Mountains  in  New  Hampshire 
was  named  for  her.  In  his  charming  volume  entitled  “The  White  Hills;  Their 
Legends,  Landscape  and  Poetry,”  published  in  Boston  in  1859,  Rev.  Thomas 
Starr  King  said:  “Mount  Hayes  takes  its  name  from  the  excellent  woman  whom 
visitors  to  Gorham,  some  three  years  since,  have  occasion  to  remember  with 
gratitude  as  a  hotess  of  the  hotel.  It  is  now  her  monument.  You  remember  it, 
doubtless,  as  the  scarred  and  savage  eminence  that  rises  pretty  sharply  from  the 
eastern  bank  of  the  Androscoggin,  and  directly  overlooks  the  Alpine  House.” 
After  giving  a  most  delightful  description  of  the  entire  group  of  mountains  from 
the  summit  of  Mount  Hayes,  Starr  King  adds  in  referring  to  Mt.  Washington: 
“Mount  Hayes  is  the  chair  set  by  the  Creator  at  the  proper  distance  and  angle 
to  appreciate  and  enjoy  his  kingly  presence.”  This  description  was  written  and 
published  more  than  seventeen  years  before  the  nineteenth  president  of  the 
United  States,  Rutherford  Birchard  Hayes,  was  elected  to  the  office.  Therefore, 
Mount  Hayes  was  not  named  for  a  president,  but  for  the  “excellent  woman”  who 
was  the  first  hostess  and  proprietor  of  the  Alpine  House  in  Gorham,  N.  H.  The 
History  of  Gorham  (p.  921)  in  the  “History  of  Coos  County,”  published  in  1888, 
says  that  the  Alpine  House  at  Gorham  was  built  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
in  1851  and  opened  July  first  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Hayes, 
a  lady  of  great  energy  of  character,  who  acquired  a  deserved  popularity  for  her 
successful  management.  Undoubtedly,  the  name  Mrs.  Margaret  Hayes  is  a 
mistake  for  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Hayes  as  shown  by  the  Portland  Advertiser  of  4  July 
1851.  On  the  front  page  is  a  long  advertisement  under  the  caption  “White  Moun¬ 
tains  Station  House.”  It  commences:  “This  capacious  and  elegant  establishment 
just  erected  to  accommodate  travellers  will  be  opened  on  the  first  day  of  July 


next”  *  *  *  The  last  line  is  dated  “Gorham,  N.  H.,  May  28,  1851”  and  it  is 


The  Portland  Advertiser  of  7  Feb.  1854  in  the  deaths  has:  “In  this  city  31st  ult. 


at  the  residence  of  George  F.  Shepley,  Mrs.  Sarah  A.,  widow  of  Col.  Charles 
Hayes,  late  of  Bangor,  aged  49.”

Mr.  Hayes  was  a  farmer  in  Milton  and  lived  on  Teneriffe  Mountain  for  about 
50  years.  Two  years  before  his  death  he  removed  to  the  village.  The  census  for 
1850  for  Milton  fists  him  as  a  shoemaker.  He  was  a  man  of  “unblemished  repu¬ 
tation.”  See  petition  for  adm.  of  estate  in  Essex  County,  Mass.  Probate  in 
1903.

Mr.  Hayes  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  the  town  of  Milton, 
and  was  known  to  his  fellow  townsmen  as  “Squire  Hayes.”  His  house  still  stands 
at  Milton  Branch,  kept  in  excellent  repair  by  the  present  owner  Mr.  William 
Spinney.  He  was  educated  at  Effingham  Academy,  and  although  a  farmer  and 
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millwright  by  trade,  he  acquired  a  knowledge  of  law  which  made  his  advice  valu¬ 
able.  He  was  made  chairman  of  the  committee  for  selling  and  settling  the  affairs 
of  the  old  meeting  house  in  1850.  He  was  a  leader  in  educational  matters,  the 
first  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  privately  endowed  Nute  High  School, 
and  it  was  under  his  direction  that  the  building  was  erected.  Just  before  his  death, 
he  instituted  the  observance  of  “Founder’s  Day,”  which  henceforth  has  been 
observed  as  an  annual  event  in  the  school.  Mr.  Hayes  was  appointed  Lieutenant 
26  Feb.  1846,  Captain  27  Oct.  1846,  of  the  8th  Company  of  the  33rd  Reg’t  of 
State  Militia,  and  Quartermaster  and  Inspector  of  the  7th  brigade  with  rank  of 
Major  on  22  Aug.  1848.  He  was  selectman  of  his  town  for  many  years,  represented 
the  town  in  the  legislature,  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  constitutional  convention 
of  1889.  He  held  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  “throughout  the  State”  for 
many  years.  He  gathered  many  family  records  which  were  in  1935  in  possession 
of  the  late  E.  N.  Spinney  of  Union.  It  was  from  these  records  of  Mr.  Hayes  that 
Hon.  John  Wentworth  of  Chicago  secured  many  Hayes  data  for  the  Wentworth 
Genealogy.

Mr.  Hayes  was  a  farmer  and  shoemaker  in  his  younger  days.  At  the  time  of 
his  marriage  he  was  a  resident  of  Rochester,  but  he  settled  in  Milton  where  the 
census  records  for  1860  and  1870  list  him  as  a  farmer.  His  prosperous  farm  with 
substantial  buildings  was  located  on  Nute  Ridge  in  West  Milton.  It  was  occupied 
by  his  son  Henry  until  his  death  in  1933,  and  thereafter  passed  out  of  the  Hayes 
name.

Her  father,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  was  in  medical 
practice  in  Philadelphia,  and,  as  his  patriotic  contribution  to  his  country,  gave 
free  medical  service  to  all  families  of  soldiers  who  called  upon  him  during  the 
war.  She  was  educated  in  Allen  Grove  Seminary,  and  National  College  of  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Oratory  in  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Hayes  attended  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  Academy.  He  became  a  commission 
merchant,  dealing  in  heavy  woolens  and  flannels,  and  made  his  home  in  New 
York  City.  At  about  60  years  of  age  he  retired  from  the  business  in  which  he  had 
made  an  ample  fortune.  Mr.  aad  Mrs.  Hayes  were  active  members  of  St.  Nicholas 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  on  Fifth  Ave.  in  New  York  City  and  were  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work  of  the  American  Tract  Society.  Most  of  his  summers  were  spent 
at  “Sunnyside”  farm  in  East  Barrington,  N.  H.,  where  he  had  succeeded  to  his 
sister  Angeline’s  estate.  The  annual  arrival  of  the  family  at  “Sunnyside”  was 
greeted  with  much  interest  by  the  townspeople;  with  them  came  a  retinue  of 
servants,  riding  master,  coachman  and  maids,  and  saddle  horses.  The  farm  con¬ 
tains  over  two  hundred  acres;  on  the  less  productive  part,  Mr.  Hayes  planted  eight 
thousand  pines,  to  which  his  daughter  has  since  added  twenty-one  thousand  more. 
He  built  a  stone  wall,  two  feet  wide,  two  feet  above  and  four  feet  below  ground, 
fronting  the  road  for  nearly  a  mile.  The  farm  has  been  brought  to  a  high  state  of 
cultivation,  and  it  is  the  ambition  of  the  family  that  the  younger  generation  may 
appreciate  and  continue  this  work.  Mr.  Hayes  was  a  world-wide  traveller.  An 
excellent  likeness  of  himself  and  his  wife,  together  with  an  extended  biographical 
account,  will  be  found  in  the  American  Section  of  the  Encyclopedia  of  American 
Biography,  American  Historical  Society,  vol.  12,  p.  170  et  seq.

This  estate  he  kept  intact  to  the  end  of  his  life, 
but  with  the  death  of  his  only  son  and  advancing  age,  he  gradually  gave  up  the 
work  of  the  farm,  and  with  his  devoted  daughter-in-law  quietly  spent  his  declining 
years  in  the  old  home.  His  estate  was  left  to  be  equally  divided  between  his 
daughter  Mrs.  Sanders  and  his  daughter-in-law  Mrs.  Rosa  Emerson  Hayes.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  homestead  which  has  pulsated  with  the  busy  life  of  five 
generations  of  the  Hayes  family  will  not  pass  out  of  the  family.  The  old  granite 
door  step  of  the  house  has  been  given  to  the  town  and  it  is  now  in  use  as  a  memo¬ 
rial  monument  to  the  World  War  soldiers  of  Madbury.

Dr.  Hayes  was  a  resident  of  Islesboro,  Me.,  in  1827;  a  non-graduate  of  Bow- 
doin  College  in  1828;  graduate  of  the  University  of  Vermont  (M.D.  1829);  con¬ 
tinued  study  and  practice  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  went  as  a 
pioneer  to  Calhoun  County,  Michigan.  In  1831  he  settled  in  Marshall,  the  most 
important  town  outside  of  Detroit  in  early  days.  His  house,  built  in  the  early 
forties  of  yellow  native  sandstone  with  a  white  pillared  front,  is  still  much  admired. 
Originally  called  “Locust  Hill,”  it  is  known  now  as  “Stone  Hall.”  The  interior 
wood  work  was  hauled  in  wagons  from  Allegan  about  one  hundred  miles  away. 
Dr.  Hayes  was  the  first  physician  in  the  county,  and  in  1832,  went  through  the 
out-break  of  cholera  in  which  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  died.  As  an 
early  land  owner,  Dr.  Hayes  and  his  wife  executed  the  earliest  dated  deed  now 
on  record  in  this  locality,  wherein  Samuel  Camp  was  the  grantee.  He  served  as 
representative  from  Calhoun  County  in  1845,  when  the  capital  of  Michigan  was 
at  Detroit,  and  he  took  part  in  both  Black  Hawk  and  Toledo  Wars.  Governor 
Mason  made  him  Brigadier-General,  a  title  by  which  he  was  widely  known.  In 
1845  all  pioneers  of  Marshall  signed  a  paper  giving  their  names,  birth,  height,  and 
weight.  From  this  paper  in  possession  of  the  Pioneer  Society  of  Michigan,  we  learn 
that  Dr.  Hayes  was  5  ft.  10)4  or  11  in.  in  height  and  weighed  175  lbs.  See,  also, 
“Michigan  Biographies,”  published  by  the  State  Historical  Society. 

note:  The  sister  of  Mrs.  Hayes  married  Hon.  Charles  T.  Gorham,  the  founder  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Marshall,  Mich.,  in  1840.  Through  the  courtesy  of  their  granddaughter  Mrs. 
James  M.  Redfield,  this  early  history  and  the  photograph  of  Dr.  Andrew  Lovejoy  Hayes  and  his 
home  are  included  in  this  book.  The  Gorham  house,  designed  by  Richard  Upjohn,  the  architect  of 
Trinity  Church  in  New  \ork  City,  furnished  the  plan  for  the  Dr.  Hayes  house.  The  two  houses 
still  stand,  opposite  one  another  on  the  same  street,  worthy  examples  of  the  better  architecture  of 
the  period.

He  married  25  June  1846  Sarah  Jane  Walker, 
daughter  of  Isaac  W.  and  Sarah  Walker,  descendants  of  Pennsylvania  Dutch 
people.  She  was  born  in  1827  and  died  26  Sept.  1851. 

Mr.  Hayes  settled  in  Opelousas,  La.,  soon  after  1840.  He  was  a  carpenter 
by  trade,  but  learned  surveying  and  was  the  Parish  Surveyor  for  years.  He 
pursued  his  calling,  which  demanded  much  travel  on  horseback,  until  within  six 
months  of  his  death.  He  was  highly  respected  in  his  community,  and  his  grand¬ 
daughter  says  “he  was  the  best  grandfather  in  the  world.”  Upon  the  early  death 
of  his  wife,  his  sister  Phoebe  went  to  Opelousas  and  helped  care  for  his  two  chil- 
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dren.  He  did  not  serve  in  the  Civil  War,  but  helped  soldiers  and  their  families 
with  goods  and  provisions.

In  June  1837  Willard  Hayes,  who  had  moved  from  New  England  to  Detroit, 
Mich.,  the  previous  year,  made  his  way  to  Hastings,  where  certain  gentlemen  of 
the  town  of  Marshall,  had  purchased  on  26  July  1836  a  large  tract  of  land  of 
Eurotus  P.  Hastings.  Willard's  brother  Dr.  Andrew  Lovejoy  Hayes  and  others 
had  organized  the  Hastings  Company  to  make  a  new  settlement  and  Willard  was 
persuaded  to  remain  there  to  look  after  his  brother’s  interests  in  that  neighborhood. 
Mr.  Hayes  was  the  first  resident  to  be  married  in  the  new  settlement,  and  his 
first  home  was  a  log  shanty  12  by  14  ft.  belonging  to  Parmalee  and  Hayes.  Later, 
he  lived  in  the  first  frame  house  erected  in  the  village,  and  there  kept  the  post 
office.  The  old  desk  which  he  used  in  the  office  is  preserved  by  the  family,  and 
the  original  house  is  said  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  in  possession  of  the  fifth 
generation  of  the  family.  Mr.  Hayes  was  the  first  sheriff  of  the  county.

Mr.  Hayes  left  Rochester  the  day  after  he  was  21  years  of  age  and  went  to 
Haverhill,  where  he  became  connected  with  shoe  manufacturing  interests.  He 
lived  for  ten  years  in  Philadelphia  and  was  there  at  the  time  of  the  Centennial. 
He  instituted  the  Hayes  Quartette,  made  up  of  his  brother  Joseph  and  wife  as 
bass  and  soprano,  himself  and  wife  as  tenor  and  contralto,  and  sang  in  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church,  at  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Third  Streets,  Philadelphia.  This 
quartette,  endorsed  by  Wallack’s  Theater  of  New  York,  and  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  John  T.  Ford,  was  in  demand  for  high  class  musical  entertainments  for 
years  in  New  York  City,  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Hayes  was 
also  concerned  in  the  tourist  business  and  conducted  a  steamship  agency.  In 
later  years,  he  moved  to  Lawrence,  Mass.,  where  he  now  (1936)  lives  happily 
in  his  98th  year  in  the  family  of  Mrs.  J.  Rodney  Ball,  the  niece  of  his  wife.  Mr. 
Hayes  is  a  man  of  culture,  mentally  alert,  and  physically  active.  He  recently 
acted  as  host  to  a  numerous  company  of  guests  whom  he  had  invited  to  his  sum¬ 
mer  home  at  the  beach.  He  was  named  by  Rev.  Benjamin  G.  Willey,  familiarly 
known  by  his  parishioners  as  “Parson  Willey,”  the  well-known  author  of  “Inci¬ 
dents  of  White  Mountain  History.”  Mr.  Hayes  still  treasures  the  little  red  coat 
given  him  when  a  baby  by  “Parson”  Willey.  Mr.  Hayes  furnished  Bible  records 
of  his  father’s  and  grandfather’s  families  for  this  book.

Mr.  Hayes  engaged  in  shoe  business  in  Haverhill;  later,  with  his  brother 
Benjamin  Willey  Hayes  instituted  the  Hayes  Quartette  in  Philadelphia  which 
became  widely  known  for  its  concerts.  The  Quartette  was  made  up  of  himself 
and  wife,  bass  and  soprano,  and  his  brother  Benjamin  Willey  and  wife,  tenor  and 
alto.  They  were  endorsed  by  Wallack’s  Theater  of  New  York,  Mr.  John  Wana- 
maker,  and  Philadelphia  clergymen,  and  were  under  the  management  of  John

The  1850  Census  of 
Milton  gives  him  a  rating  as  a  lumber  dealer  of  S3, 000;  in  1860,  S7,000.  He  was 
prominently  connected  with  town  and  county  affairs;  represented  Milton  in  the 
Legislature  in  1857,  1858,  1876,  and  1877;  served  as  member  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Strafford  County;  Deputy  Sheriff  of  the  County  for  8  yrs., 
and  High  Sheriff  1866  to  1871.  hile  a  member  of  the  Senate,  he  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Agriculture,  a  member  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  and  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals.

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Note:  In  the  judgment  of  the  compiler,  based  on  persuasive  evidence  gained 
by  research  in  records  and  by  personal  interviews  with  descendants,  the  person  to 
whom  the  following  entry  relates  is  very  probably  a  member  of  our  family  of  the 
sixth  generation.  A  definite  connection  with  the  previous  generation  is  omitted 
as  it  would  have  to  be  based  in  some  degree  on  conjecture,  in  the  absence  of  a 
link  of  complete  proof.

Hayes  was  a  farmer  and  bought  land  in  1843  in  Sebec,  it  being  part  of  Lot  8  in 
the  6th  range  of  lots,  7th  range  of  Townships  north  of  the  Waldo  patent  and  part 
of  the  6,000  acres  owmed  by  Bowdoin  College.  This  land  was  adjacent  to  that  of 
his  aunts  and  uncles,  William  R.  and  Abigail  (Twombly)  Howard,  James  Twom¬ 
bly,  George  and  Eliza  (Twombly)  Waterhouse  (Piscataquis  County  Deeds,  X: 
552-3).  His  farm  was  owned  (1933)  by  Mr.  Charles  Pollard.  During  the  winter 
seasons,  he  engaged  in  lumbering.  He  had  some  musical  talent  and  he  sang  and 
played  the  bass  viol  in  the  Methodist  meetings  held  in  the  neighborhood.  During 
the  Civil  War,  he  served  as  a  member  of  Co.  H,  First  Me.,  Heavy  Artillery  until 
his  death.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  for  3  yrs.  15  Dec.  1863;  mustered  15  Dec.  1863; 
complexion  fair,  eyes  blue,  hair  brown,  height  6  ft.  2]/2  in.;  born  in  Milton,  N.  H. ; 
residence  Sebec;  left  service  18  June  1864;  died  of  fever  at  Baltimore  (Civil  War

Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  Dover  (N.  H.  V.  R.).  [Several  of  the  gravestone  records  of 
this  family  appear  inconsistent  with  the  family  and  vital  records  as  preserved.] 
He  was  married  (1)  11  Nov.  1852,  Thanksgiving  Day  (int.  16  Oct.)  in  Dover 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Cromack  to  Elizabeth  Wingate6  Hayes  (Joseph5,  Joseph4,  Paul3, 
John2,  John1),  only  daughter  of  Joseph  Hayes  ( Dover  Enquirer  of  16  Nov.  1852). 
She  was  born  7  Dec.  1826  and  died  26  Nov.  1852,  two  weeks  after  her  marriage. 
Rev.  Enoch  Hayes  Place  wrote  in  his  diary  of  date  Nov.  29,  1852:  “Went  to 
Methodist  meeting  house  at  Crown  Point  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Mr.  W.  P. 
Hayes’  wife  of  Dover  *  *  *  no  better  girl  was  ever  raised  at  Strafford.”  Mr.  Hayes 
married  (2)  in  1853  (int.  24  May),  Amanda  Susan  Hall,  daughter  of  Jonathan 
and  Lydia  (Demeritt)  Hall.  She  was  born  9  Aug.  1828;  died  15  Sept.  1900,  aged 
72y.lm.6d.,  at  30  Union  St.,  Dover;  buried  in  Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  Dover  (N.  H. 
V.  R.;  also,  gravestone).  For  adm.  of  estate,  see  Strafford  Co.  Probate,  Docket 
9957. 

After  a  few  years  in  New  Durham  with  an  uncle,  Mr.  Hayes  went  to  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade;  returned  to  Dover  and  became  the 
largest  contractor  and  builder  in  the  city.  He  operated  a  door,  sash,  and  blind 
factory.  In  the  Dover  census  of  1860  he  has  a  rating  of  $10,000;  in  1870,  $20,000. 
Mr.  Hayes  enjoyed  the  public  confidence,  and  was  honored  with  positions  of 
public  trust;  served  the  city  of  Dover  as  alderman,  was  a  member  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  in  1876-7;  was  chosen  one  of  the  first  directors  of  the  Dover  street  car 
railway  in  1882.  He  was  an  active  worker  in  the  Methodist  Church.  It  seems 
possible,  though  the  family  at  present  has  no  record  of  it,  that  Mr.  Hayes  was 
one  of  the  California  gold  seekers  of  1849.  Mrs.  George  W.  Chamberlain  of  Mal¬ 
den,  Mass.,  has  a  Log  Book  of  her  father  Thomas  Sherman,  in  which  it  is  recorded 
that  “Washington  Hayes  of  Dover”  sailed  in  the  ship  Euphrasia  from  Newbury- 
port  for  California  Nov.  7,  1849,  and  arrived  in  San  Francisco,  May  26,  1850. 
There  is  no  record  of  his  return,  but  he  would  have  had  time  to  do  so  before  his 
recorded  marriage  in  1852.  See,  also,  Washington  Ezekiel6,  p.  494.

Mr.  Hayes  received  his  education  in  West  Lebanon  Academy.  After  a  short 
experience  in  teaching,  he  went  to  Lynn,  Mass.,  in  1865,  took  employment  in 
the  factory  of  Isaac  M.  Attwill  and  accumulated  sufficient  capital  to  open  a  news¬ 
paper  and  variety  goods  store.  Here  he  laid  the  foundation  of  the  periodical  busi¬ 
ness  which  under  his  management  became  one  of  the  best  paying  enterprises  of 
the  city.  After  1882  he  devoted  himself  exclusively  to  the  newspaper  trade  and 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Hayes  Electrical  System,  whereby  newspapers  were 
distributed  by  the  various  electric  car  lines  to  the  sub-agencies  throughout  the 
county.  He  was  an  editorial  writer  and  part  owner  of  the  Lynn  Daily  Bee,  and 
for  two  years  was  managing  editor  of  the  Boston  Advertiser.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Lynn  in  1883  and  1884,  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  1888,  1889,  and  1890.  He  introduced  the  Australian  ballot  law  in  the 
Legislature  and  was  instrumental  in  its  adoption.  He  initiated  other  important 
measures  in  the  Legislature  where  he  was  House  Chairman  of  the  Election  Laws

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Committee.  He  was  founder,  first  secretary,  and  later  president  of  the  Republican 
Club  of  Massachusetts.  He  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Wolcott  on  the  special  rail¬ 
way  commission  investigating  the  relations  of  street  railway  corporations  to  the 
public.  He  was  secretary  of  the  commission  which  fitted  out  the  hospital  ship 
"Maine”  in  the  Spanish  War.  He  was  intimately  associated  with  Hon.  Henry 
Cabot  Lodge  in  Republican  state  politics,  was  Mayor  of  Lynn  1892  and  1893, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  President  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
and  member  of  the  Masonic  and  other  fraternal  orders.  When  in  the  Legislature, 
he  sponsored  a  bill  granting  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  books  to  any  Massachu¬ 
setts  town  not  provided  with  a  public  library,  and  thus  was  the  means  of  increas¬ 
ing  the  number  of  public  libraries  in  the  state.  One  of  his  last  works  of  a  public 
character,  and  the  one  in  which  he  took  most  satisfaction,  was  in  interesting 
members  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  in  establishing  a  reading  room  for  the 
blind  in  the  Public  Library.  This  was  said  to  have  been  the  first  library  for  the 
blind  to  be  established  in  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Hayes  died  "after  a  life  of  usefulness 
which  extended  it  far  beyond  the  limit  indicated  by  his  years”  (Register  of  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  1903,  p.  46).  He  died  without  a  will,  leaving  an  estate  of

Judge  and  Mrs.  Hayes  have  been  members 
of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  for  more  than  forty  years,  and  he  has  lent  his  influence 
to  the  Business  Men’s  Bible  Class  of  that  church  which  has  increased  in  size  to 
be  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country.

Mr.  Hayes  resided  in  Boston  and  at  his  country  estate  “Oakmount”  in 
Lexington,  Mass.,  traveled  widely,  and  owned  an  estate  in  Ascutneyville,  Vt., 
which  he  called  “Anyport.”  He  received  from  his  father’s  will  $500,000  without 
restriction  and  much  more  from  his  mother  in  trust;  when  he  died  in  England, 
his  estate  was  valued  at  $1,500,000.  There  was  extended  litigation  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  his  estate.  The  validity  of  the  will,  which  was  drawn  11  Nov.  1894  in 
Dover,  England,  was  sustained  by  Judge  Mclntire  of  the  Middlesex  Probate 
Court.  A  few  of  the  provisions  of  the  will  outside  of  many  bequests  to  relations 
and  servants  may  be  noted.  The  oil  portraits  by  Ames  of  his  grandparents,  Judge 
William  Allen  Hayes  and  wife,  were  given  to  his  cousin  William  Allen  Hayes  and 
are  now  in  possession  of  Hammond  Vinton  Hayes  of  Beacon  St.,  Boston,  who 
kindly  furnished  copies  for  this  book.  To  the  town  of  Lexington,  he  gave  $10,000 
for  a  fountain,  which  is  now  to  be  seen  on  Lexington  common  surmounted  by  the 
familiar  bronze  statue  of  the  Minute  Man,  modeled  by  Henry  H.  Kitson.  It 
was  unveiled  19  Apr.  1900,  and  the  unused  balance  of  the  bequest  has  been  set 
aside  as  a  permanent  fund  for  the  up-keep  of  the  Lexington  Green,  where  on 
the  morning  of  19  April  1775,  the  first  blood  of  the  Revolution  was  shed.  The 
foundation  of  the  statue  and  flanking  walls  of  field  stones  are  symbolic  of  the  old 
stone  walls  from  behind  which  later  in  that  day,  the  Minute  Men  fired  their 
telling  shots  against  the  retreating  British.  To  Berwick  Academy,  and  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Home  for  Intemperate  Women,  Mr.  Hayes  gave  $5000  each,  and  $5000 
was  given  to  provide  free  excursions  for  poor  children  of  Boston.  The  residuary 
estate  amounting  to  more  than  $600,000  was  given  to  the  Massachusetts  Horti¬ 
cultural  Society  in  which  his  father  and  mother  had  been  deeply  interested.  In 
fact,  the  bulk  of  his  estate  seems  to  have  been  disposed  of  with  consideration  of 
the  probable  wishes  of  his  father  and  mother,  his  wife  and  son  having  been  already 
provided  for  (Middlesex  Probate  Court,  No.  39105).

Mr.  Hayes  served  in  the  World  War;  was  in  training  as  an  aviator  at  the 
time  of  the  armistice;  continued  training  for  four  months  more  in  order  to  get 
his  commission  of  Ensign  and  then  resigned.  In  1921  he  went  to  Europe  wdth  a 
party  composed  of  students  of  economic  questions,  authors,  and  clergymen,  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Sherwood  Eddy,  internationally  known  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker, 
whose  object  originally  was  to  study  economic  conditions,  and  later  was  extended 
to  include  post-war  student  conditions,  and  student  relief.  The  student  relief 
work  w'as  being  done  by  the  World’s  Student  Christian  Federation  in  Germany, 
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Austria,  Hungary,  Czecho-Slovakia,  and  Poland,  supported  by  contributions 
raised  by  the  University  and  College  students  of  the  United  States.  For  the  greater 
part  of  a  year,  Mr.  Hayes  was  engaged  in  buying  and  distributing  food,  clothing, 
and  school  supplies  to  needy  students  in  the  five  or  six  university  centers  in 
Poland,  having  headquarters  in  Warsaw.  He  now  has  employment  with  Hill¬ 
man’s  in  Chicago,  a  concern  that  is  operating  four  large  wholesale  groceries  and 
three  cafeterias  in  Chicago  and  adjacent  territory.

All  his  life  he 
has  been  interested  in  collecting  books  and  records  relating  to  New  Hampshire 
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history,  and  he  gathered  many  data  on  the  Hayes  family  genealogy  at  a  time 
when  such  records  were  available  of  the  early  generations.  This  material  has 
been  most  generously  contributed  to  the  compiler  of  this  family  history. 

Note.  It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  compiler  records  the  death  of  Dr. 
Hayes  in  Dover  on  29  Apr.  1936,  while  the  proof  sheet  for  this  page  is  in  her  hands. 
It  is  one  of  her  keenest  disappointments  not  to  be  able  to  show  the  book  in  com¬ 
pleted  form  to  those  older  members  of  the  family  who  so  generously  have  given 
her  encouragement  and  information.  Bringing  the  book  to  publication  would 
have  given  much  greater  satisfaction  could  it  have  been  shared  with  such  loyal

Mr.  Hayes  graduated  at  the  University  of  Michigan  Law  School  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1863;  in  1866,  became  partner  of  Gen.  N.  B.  Baker,  Adju¬ 
tant  general  of  Iowa,  practicing  law  in  Clinton.  After  Gen.  Baker’s  removal  to 
Des  Moines,  Mr.  Hayes  continued  his  legal  work  alone  until  1872,  when  he  be¬ 
came  associated  with  Judge  George  B.  Young;  served  as  City  Attorney  of  Clinton, 
remaining  in  partnership  with  Judge  Young  until  1875,  when  he  was  chosen  Dis¬ 
trict  Judge  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  District  of  Iowa.  As  a  Judge  of  this  Court 
for  years  “he  built  up  a  reputation  for  knowledge  of  law  and  equity  unsurpassed 
by  any  jurist  of  the  state.”  The  Second  Congressional  District  of  Iowa  sent  him 
as  its  Representative  to  the  United  States  Legislature  for  the  fiftieth,  fifty-first 
and  fifty-second  Congresses.  In  the  banking  institutions  of  his  state,  he  held 
many  places  of  trust.  He  was  so  closely  connected  with  public  measures  of  the 
state  that  it  was  said  he  was  responsible  in  no  small  degree  for  the  law  and  history 
of  the  Iowa  of  his  day.  His  wife,  though  an  invalid  for  many  years,  entered  into 
her  husband’s  career  with  interest  and  intelligent  counsel.

APPENDIX  A— MEMORIAL  TABLET 


The  dedication  of  a  tablet  in  memory  of  John  Hayes,  the  pioneer,  took  place 
at  2  P.M.  on  Saturday  15  Sept.  1934,  and  was  attended  by  nearly  three  hundred 
of  his  descendants  from  all  parts  of  New  England.  The  tablet,  donated  by  Mrs. 
Laura  Hayes  Locke  and  Mrs.  Elvah  Hayes  Kelley,  bears  the  inscription: 

John  Hayes, 
the  Scotsman, 
came  to  Dover  about  1680, 
married  Mary  Horne,  and 
established  a  family  on 
the  surrounding  acres. 

Their  integrity  and  industry 
are  held  in  memory  by 
their  descendants. 

1934. 

It  is  mounted  on  a  stone  gate-post  in  the  old  stone  wall  on  an  original  grant 
of  land  to  the  pioneer,  now  known  as  the  Wolcott  farm,  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  from  the  center  of  the  city  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  on  the  Concord  Road  (see 
frontispiece).  The  following  program  was  arranged  and  music  furnished  by  Mr. 
Elmer  E.  Wiggin  of  East  Barrington,  a  descendant  of  John  Hayes  in  the  seventh 
generation.  Mr.  Wiggin  also  superintended  the  placing  of  the  tablet.

APPENDIX  B-GARRISON  HOUSE 

An  important  item  of  information  has  come  to  the  compiler  while  reading 
page  proof,  too  late  to  be  entered  fully  in  its  proper  order  in  the  text,  though 
references  to  this  appendix  were  crowded  in  on  pages  29,  32  and  38.  It  establishes 
that  in  1707,  the  home  of  John1  Hayes  served  as  one  of  the  Dover  garrison  houses, 
the  location  of  which  may  be  inferred  with  reasonable  probability. 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  early  border  settlements  of  New  England  had 
garrison  houses  for  protection  from  the  Indians.  Usually  these  were  the  homes 
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of  certain  settlers  which  were  suitably  located,  and  more  or  less  fitted  and  adapted 
for  their  special  purpose;  to  these  homes  the  neighbors  might  resort  on  occasion 
for  concerted  defense  against  the  Indians.  One  such  garrison  house  was  the  well 
known  Dame  garrison,  now  preserved  in  Dover,  in  which  Samuel2  Hayes  and  his 
wife  Leah  Dame  lived  for  fifty  years  or  more  (see  page  45,  and  see  the  picture  of 
the  Dame  garrison  among  the  early  pages  of  this  book).  The  home  of  John2 
Hayes  on  Tolend  road,  about  a  mile  west  of  “Dover  Comer”  was  also  a  garrison 
house  (see  the  map  of  Dover  and  vicinity  on  which  the  location  is  indicated  by 
the  legend  “John2”).  In  1754  John2  deeded  this  property  to  his  son  Lieut. 
Jonathan3;  in  1787  it  passed  by  inheritance  to  Robert4,  and  was  sold  by  him 
shortly  before  1812,  when  the  building,  “the  Hayes  garrison,”  was  torn  down 
(see  pages  72,  128).  The  information  now  at  hand  carries  back  to  John1  Hayes 
the  probable  ownership  and  occupancy  of  this  garrison  house. 

In  the  archives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  at  Concord  is  a 
file  of  several  documents  which  mention  the  garrison  house  of  John1  Hayes.  A 
brief  narrative  of  the  incident  to  which  these  documents  relate  may  serve  to 
introduce  them. 

At  the  close  of  day  on  3  February,  1707  (o.  s.)  the  men  were  gathering  for 
their  routine  garrison  duty  for  the  night  at  this  home  of  John1  Hayes  on  Tolend 
road  in  Dover.  Among  others  who  had  arrived  were  Richard  Hammett,  Edward 
Evans  and  Timothy  Carle.  John’s  son,  Peter2  Hayes  was  also  present.  The 
next  arrival  was  David  Watson.  Evans  and  Carle  seem  to  have  had  some  ill 
feeling  against  him,  with  what  reason  or  excuse  we  do  not  know;  at  once  they 
proceeded  to  abuse  him  with  words  and  blows.  The  record  does  not  disclose 
how  the  encounter  was  terminated,  but  the  next  day  Watson  went  before  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  and  made  a  formal  complaint.  A  few  days  later  Peter2  Hayes  and 
Richard  Hammett  made  depositions  in  behalf  of  Watson.  A  fac-simile  of  Peter’s 
deposition  is  printed  as  an  illustration  among  the  earlier  pages  of  this  book,  and 
the  deposition  follows  in  more  legible  form  in  this  appendix. 

A  warrant  was  issued  by  John  Gerrish,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  Constable 
John  Ham  for  the  arrest  of  Evans  and  Carle.  Evans  appeared  at  once  with  bonds¬ 
men  but  “ye  Constable  returned  Tim0  Carle  not  to  be  found.”  There  the  affair 
ended,  so  far  as  our  record  shows.  In  that  day,  as  in  ours,  many  legal  actions 
were  started  and  dropped,  or  settled  without  further  record.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  the  parties’  anger  cooled  off,  or  neighbors  may  have  prevailed  on  them  to 
come  to  a  settlement.  In  any  case,  one  good  result  came  from  the  quarrel,  for  a 
record  was  made  which  tells  us  that  the  home  of  John1  Hayes  in  1707  was  one  of 
the  garrison  houses  of  Dover. 

In  the  following  year,  1708,  occurred  the  death  of  John1  Hayes.  As  stated 
earlier  in  this  book  (page  31),  we  have  found  no  record  to  show  how  his  property 
passed  to  his  sons.  We  know  that  in  his  lifetime  he  acquired  many  tracts  of  land, 
especially  in  the  neighborhood  of  Tolend  road.  After  his  death  we  find  his  sons 
settled  on  these  lands,  with  John2,  the  eldest,  in  a  garrison  on  Tolend  road.  It 
seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  this  was  the  same  garrison  which  was  occupied 
by  the  father  in  the  year  preceding  the  year  of  his  death. 
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The  papers  of  this  case  are  on  file  in  the  names  of  the  parties,  Watson,  Evans 
and  Carle,  which  explains  why  the  compiler’s  search  for  Hayes  data  did  not  bring 
them  to  fight.  The  greater  part  of  this  book  had  been  set  in  type  when  the  third 
volume  of  Charles  Thornton  Libby’s  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire  appeared,  containing  a  reference  to  these  legal  proceedings.  A  further 
clue  was  kindly  supplied  by  Miss  Sybil  Noyes,  associate  of  Mr.  Libby;  with  this 
for  guidance,  the  papers  were  quickly  located  among  the  New  Hampshire  court 
records  in  Concord.  The  documents  of  the  foregoing  case  are  in  Court  file  17509 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society;  all  are  represented  in  the  following 
quotations  and  abstracts:

These  men  of  the  neighborhood  of  Tolend  appear  in  other  records  linked  with 
John1  Hayes  and  his  sons.  The  will  of  John  Gerrish  was  witnessed  by  John1 
Hayes  (see  p.  31).  Edward  Evans’  brother’s  wife  and  John  Hayes’s  wife  were 
sisters,  Mercy  and  Mary  Horne.  A  grant  from  the  town  to  John  Ham  describes 
the  land  as  cornering  on  “John  Haise  his  land”  (grant  1693/4,  laid  out  1703, 
Dover  Town  Book).  At  various  times  Gerrish,  Evans  and  Carle  sold  land  to 
John2  and  Peter2  Hayes  (see  pp.  35,  39) .  There  are  other  records  of  such  relations. 

APPENDIX  C— HAY  FAMILY  OF  SCOTLAND 

Legendary  Origin  of  Hay  Coat-of-Arms 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  Hay  and  Hayes  families,  numerous  in  Scotland 
and  England  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  derive  their  name  and 
armorial  bearings  from  Norman  ancestry.  The  coats-of-arms  of  all  these  families 
have  striking  points  of  resemblance.  Coats-of-arms  grew  out  of  the  custom  about 
the  time  of  the  first  crusade  (1100  A. D.)  of  the  knights  depicting  some  device  on 
their  shields  to  distinguish  them  when  they  were  encased  in  metal  armor  during 
battle  or  tournament  contests.  An  elaborate  system  of  Heraldry  developed 
through  the  centuries,  defining  and  limiting  their  use.  The  manorial  gentry  of 
Great  Britain  were  entitled  very  generally  to  coats-of-arms,  but  the  yeomanry 
made  no  pretensions  to  the  right  to  bear  them.  Of  the  many  coats-of-arms  of 
Hay  and  Hayes  families  shown  in  “Armorial  General”  of  J.  B.  Rietstap  (Institut 
Heraldique,  Paris),  a  few  have  been  selected  and  reproduced  in  the  accompanying 
illustration. 

The  Hay  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  illustrious  of  the  historic 
families  of  Scotland.  Many  descendants  of  John  Hayes  of  Dover  have  the  im¬ 
pression  that  he  was  a  connection  of  this  family,  but  this  is  a  bare  conjecture 
with  no  basis  beyond  his  probable  Scotch  origin  and  the  similarity  of  names.  So  far 
as  I  know,  descent  from  him  does  not  support  a  claim  to  the  use  of  the  Hay  coat- 
of-arms.  Nevertheless,  some  of  his  descendants  will  be  interested  to  know  that 
the  name  and  armorial  bearings  of  the  Scotch  family  are  supposed  to  be  derived 
from  the  Norman  family  of  de  Haya,  though  their  origin  has  been  obscured  by 
the  fabulous  story  of  the  Battle  of  Luncarty.  The  well  known  antiquary,  John 
Horace  Round,  says  that  no  intelligent  antiquary  would  now  accept  the  story 
of  the  husbandman  and  his  two  sons  with  their  ox-yokes  holding  back  the  Danes 
and  turning  defeat  to  victory,  but  there  are  still  those  in  Scotland  who  hold  to 
its  gospel  truth,  nor  is  it  impossible  that  it  is  a  legendary  survival  of  some  far-

(Ecosse)  and  other  Hay  and  Hayes  families 


away  battle  of  Normandy  or  early  Scotland.  Regardless  of  the  historicity  of  the 
battle,  the  tale  was  published  for  the  first  time  in  1527  in  Latin  in  “Scotorum 
Historiae”  by  Hector  Boece.  It  appeared  in  English  in  1587  in  Holinshed’s 
“Chronicles”  which  are  known  to  have  been  used  by  Shakespeare  as  a  source 
book  of  some  of  his  plays.  The  reported  recent  (1936)  discovery  by  Capt.  William 
Jaggard,  the  bibliophile  and  student  of  Shakespeare,  of  Holinshed’s  “Chronicles” 
with  the  poet’s  own  annotations  will  be  followed  with  great  interest.  In  all 
probability  Shakespeare’s  reference  to  the  Hay  legend  in  “Cimbeline”  was  suggest¬ 
ed  by  the  Holinshed  account  of  the  battle  of  Luncarty,  which  may  be  reproduced 
as  follows: 
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The  battle  of  Luncarty:— In  the  year  980  King  Kenneth  had  come  into  Loncart,  a  village 
not  far  distant  from  the  river  Taie,  famous  ever  after  by  reason  of  the  battell  fought  then  neere 
unto  the  same. 

The  Danes  being  backed  with  the  mounteine,  were  constreined  to  leave  the  same,  and  with 
all  speed  to  come  forward  upon  their  enimies,  that  by  joining  they  might  avoid  the  danger  of  the 
Scotchmens  arrowes  and  darts;  by  this  meanes  therefore  they  came  to  hand-strokes,  in  maner 
before  the  signe  was  given  on  either  part  to  the  battell.  The  fight  was  cruel  on  both  sides;  and 
nothing  hindered  the  Scots  so  much,  ns  going  nboirt  to  cut  off  the  h.ends  of  the  Demos,  ever  ns  they 
might  overcome  them.  Which  maner  being  noted  of  the  Danes,  and  perceiving  that  there  was  no 
hope  of  life  but  in  victorie,  they  rushed  forth  with  such  violence  upon  their  adversaries,  that  first 
the  right,  and  there  after  the  left  wing  of  the  Scots,  was  constreined  to  retire  and  flee  backe,  the 
middle-ward  stoutly  yet  keeping  their  ground;  but  the  same  stood  in  such  danger,  being  now  left 
naked  on  the  sides,  that  the  victorie  must  needs  have  remained  with  the  Danes,  had  not  a  renewer 
of  the  battell  come  in  time,  by  the  appointment  (as  is  to  be  thought)  of  almightie  God. 

For  as  it  chanced,  there  was  in  the  next  field  at  the  same  time  an  husbandman,  with  two  of 
his  sons  busie  about  his  work,  named  Haie,  a  man  strong  and  stifle  in  making  and  shape  of  bodie; 
but  indued  with  a  valiant  courage.  This  Haie  beholding  the  King  with  the  most  part  of  the  nobles, 
fighting  with  great  valiancie  in  the  middle-ward,  now  destitute  of  the  wings,  and  in  great  danger 
to  be  oppressed  by  the  violence  of  his  enimies,  caught  a  plowbeame  in  his  hand,  and  with  the  same 
exhorting  his  sonnes  to  do  the  like,  hasted  towards  the  battell,  there  to  die  rather  amongest  other 
in  defense  of  his  countrie,  than  to  remain  alive  after  the  discomfiture  in  miserable  thraldome  and 
bondage  of  the  cruell  and  most  unmercifull  enimies.  There  was  neere  to  the  place  of  the  battell 
a  Jong  lane  fensed  on  the  sides  with  ditches  and  walles  made  of  turfe,  through  the  which  the  Scots 
which  fled  were  beaten  down  by  the  enimies  on  heapes. 

,  ^.a’e  his  sonnes,  supposing  they  might  best  staie  the  fight,  placed  themselves  over¬ 

thwart  the  lane,  beat  them  back  whom  they  met  fleeing,  and  spared  neither  friend  nor  fo;  but 
downe  they  went  ail  such  as  came  within  their  reach,  wherewith  divers  hardie  personages  cried 
unto  their  fellowes  to  returne  back  unto  the  battell,  for  their  was  a  new  power  of  Scotishmen  come 
to  their  succours,  by  whose  aid  the  victorie  might  be  easilie  obtained  of  their  most  cruell  adversaries 
the  Danes,  therefore  might  they  choose  whether  they  would  be  slain  of  their  own  fellowes  coming 
to  their  aid,  or  to  return  again  to  fight  with  the  enimies.  The  Danes  being  here  staied  in  the  lane 
by  the  great  valiancie  of  the  father  and  the  sonnes,  thought  verely  there  had  been  some  great 
succours  of  scots  come  to  the  aid  of  their  King,  and  thereupon  ceasing  from  further  pursute, 
fled  backe  m  great  disorder  unto  the  other  of  their  fellowes  fighting  with  the  middle-ward  of  the 


The  ®  a!so.  before  was  chased,  being  incouraged  herewith,  pursued  the  Danes  unto 
the  place  of  the  battell  right  fiercelie.  Whereupon  Kenneth  perceiving  his  people  to  be  thus  re¬ 
comforted,  and  his  enimies  partlie  abashed,  called  upon  his  men  to  remember  their  duties,  and 
now  sith  their  adversaries  hearts  began  (as  they  might  perceive)  to  faint,  he  willed  them  to  follow 
upon  them  manfully ,  which  if  they  did,  he  assured  them  that  the  victorie  undoubtedlie  should  be 
Scots  incouraged  with  the  King’s  words,  laid  about  them  so  eamestlie,  that  in  the  end 
the  Danes  were  constreined  to  forsake  the  field,  and  the  Scots  eagerlie  pursuing  in  the  chase,  made 
great  slaughter  of  them  as  they  fled.  This  victorie  turned  highlie  to  the  praise  of  the  Scotish 
nobilitie,  the  whilk  fighting  in  the  middle-ward,  bare  still  the  brunt  of  the  battell,  continuing 
manfully  therein  even  to  the  end.  But  Haie,  who  in  such  wise  (as  is  before  mentioned)  staied 
them  that  fled,  causing  them  to  returne  againe  to  the  field,  deserved  immortall  fame  and  com¬ 
mendation,  for  by  ms  means  chieflie  was  the  victorie  atchieved.  And  therefore  on  the  morrow 
^ ben  the  spoile  of  the  field  and  of  the  enimies  campe  (which  they  had  left  ovid)  [over?] 
s  ,  5)  °e  divided,  the  chiefest  part  was  bestowed  on  him  and  his  two  sonnes,  by  consent  of  all  the 
multitude,  the  residue  bemg  divided  amongst  the  souldiers  and  men  of  warre,  according  to  the 
ancient  custome  used  amongst  this  nation. 

,  "bbe  King  having  thus  vanquished  his  enimies,  as  he  should  enter  into  Bertha,  caused  eostlie 
robes  to  be  offered  unto  Haie  and  his  sonnes,  that  being  richlie  clad,  they  might  be  the  more  honoured 
oj  tne  people;  but  Haie  refusing  to  change  his  apparell,  was  contented  to  go  with  the  King  in  his 
old  garments  whither  it  pleased  him  to  appoint.  So  entring  with  the  King  into  Bertha,  he  was 
received  with  little  lesse  honor  than  the  King  himselfe,  all  the  people  running  foorth  to  behold

At  his  entring  into  the  towne  he  bare  on  his  shoulder  the  plow-beame,  more  honourable  to 
than  anie  sword  or  battell  axe  might  have  been  to  anie  the  most  valiant  warrior.  Then  Haie 
eing  honored  of  all  estates,  within  certeine  daies  after,  at  a  counsell  holden  at  Scone,  it  was 
oraemea,  that  both  he  and  his  posteritie  should  be  accepted  amongst  the  number  of  the  chiefest 
no  es  and  peeres  of  the  realme,  being  rewarded  (besides  monie  and  other  great  gifts)  with  lands 
and  revenues,  such  as  he  should  choose  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  their  estates. 

„  * 1  !s  saic1’  by  the  counsell  of  his  sonnes,  who  knew  the  fruitfulnes  of  the  soile,  he  did  ask 

so  uc  ground  in  those  parts  where  the  river  of  Taie  runs  by  the  town  of  Arrole  over  against 
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Fife,  as  a  falcon  would  fly  over  at  one  flight.  Which  request  being  freelie  granted  of  the  King  the 
place  was  appointed  at  Inschire  for  the  falcon  to  be  cast  off;  the  which  taking  hir  flight  from  thence, 
never  lighted  till  shee  came  to  a  great  stone  neere  a  village  called  Rosse,  not  passing  four  miles 
from  Dundee.  By  which  meanes  all  that  countrie  which  lieth  betwixt  Inschire  aforesaid,  and  the 
said  stone  (being  almost  six  miles  in  length,  and  foure  in  breadth)  fell  unto  Haie  and  his  sons. 
The  name  of  the  stone  also  being  called  the  falcon’s  stone  to  this  daie,  dooth  cause  the  thing  better 
to  be  beleeved;  and  well  neere  all  the  aforesaid  reound  still  continueth  in  the  possession  of  the  Haies 
unto  this  day.  Besides  this,  to  the  further  honoring  of  his  name,  the  King  gave  him  armes  three 
scutcheons  gules  in  a  field  of  silver,  a  plow  beame  added  thereunto,  which  he  used  instead  of  a 
battell  axe,  when  he  fought  so  valiantlie  in  defense  of  his  owne  countrie.  Thus  had  the  Haies  their 
beginning  of  nobilitie,  whose  house  hath  atteined  unto  great  estimation  of  honor,  and  hath  been 
decorated  with  the  office  of  the  constableship  of  Scotland,  by  the  bounteous  benevolence  of  Kings 
that  succeeded.  These  things  happened  in  the  first  yeere  of  King  Kenneth.

[Interpretation:  argent=silver;  escutcheons=shields;  gules=red;  proper=in  natural 
colors;  volant=flying;  serva  jugum=literally,  serve  the  yoke,  the  symbol  of  con¬ 
quest;  subjugated  people  were  required  to  pass  under  the  yoke.] 

The  lineage  of  the  Hay  family  of  Scotland,  represented  by  the  present  Earl 
of  Erroll,  is  reviewed  by  Sir  Bernard  Burke  in  his  “Peerage  and  Baronetage  of 
Great  Britain”  (1929),  p.  903  ff.  He  says  that  William  de  Haya,  living  in  1160, 
is  the  first  of  the  name  recorded  in  Scottish  charters.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
note  a  few  of  whom  he  speaks  as  they  appear  in  connection  with  some  well  known 
historic  event  or  personage.  We  thus  see  Nicholas  De  Haya  swearing  fealty  to 
Edward  I  of  England  in  1296;  Sir  Gilbert  De  Haya,  adherent  of  Robert  Bruce, 
receiving  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Constable  of  Scotland  in  1309,  by  virtue  of 
which  he  took  precedence  of  every  peer  and  dignitary  of  the  kingdom;  David  De 
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Haya  falling  in  the  Battle  of  Durham  in  1346;  Sir  William  De  Haya  knighted  at 
the  coronation  of  James  I;  another  Sir  William,  now  called  Hay  instead  of  De 
Haya,  created  the  first  Earl  of  Erroll  in  1453 ;  William  Hay,  the  tenth  Earl, 
acting  as  Constable  at  the  coronation  of  Charles  II;  James,  the  fifteenth  Earl' 
officiating  at  the  coronation  of  George  III  in  1761 ;  William  George,  the  eighteenth 
Earl,  marrying  Elizabeth  Fitzclarence,  a  natural  daughter  of  King  William  IY; 
William  Henry,  the  nineteenth  Earl,  marrying  a  lady-in-waiting  of  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria,  and  created  Baron  Kilmarnock  in  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
1831,  the  late  Sir  Victor  Alexander  Serald  Hay,  Lord  Kilmarnock,  the  twenty- 
first  Earl,  for  whom  in  1876  Queen  Victoria  stood  sponsor,  serving  Great  Britain 
with  distinction  in  a  diplomatic  capacity  in  the  World  War,  and  dying  at  Coblenz 
in  1928,  leaving  a  high  example  to  his  son  the  present  Earl,  Josslyn  Victor  Hay, 
born  11  May  1901,  twenty-fifth  Hereditary  Lord  High  Constable  of  Scotland, 
Baron  Kilmarnock,  County  Ayr,  with  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords.

INDEX  OF  PERSONS 

This  index  comprises  the  names  of  John1  Hayes  of  Dover,  N.  H.  and  his  wife,  Mary  Home, 
their  descendants,  and  the  husbands  and  wives  of  those  descendants.  It  also  includes  contem¬ 
poraries  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  first  five  generations,  some  ancestors,  and  a  few  other 
persons  for  apparent  special  reason;  except  that  a  person’s  ancestor  with  the  same  surname  may 
not  be  indexed,  and  Christian  names  in  parentheses  giving  a  line  of  descent  are  not  indexed.  Per¬ 
sons  who  merely  supplied  information,  and  authors  and  publishers  of  reference  works  are  not 
indexed. 

Women  are  indexed  by  the  surnames  to  which  they  were  bom;  and  in  addition,  women  who 
married  to  or  from  the  Hayes  surname  are  indexed  by  both  their  surnames;  to  be  sure  of  finding 
all  the  page  references,  both  surnames  should  be  sought  in  the  index. 

Note  that  when  children  are  mentioned  in  succession  in  the  text,  their  common  surname  may 
appear  only  with  the  name  of  one  of  them. 

Variant  spellings  of  surnames  have  been  grouped  under  the  spelling  that  occurs  most  fre¬ 
quently  in  the  text,  with  cross  references  to  it  from  other  spellings  which  do  not  stand  consecutively 
with  it  in  the  alphabetical  order.  Thus,  Thompson,  Thomson  and  Tompson  are  all  indexed  under 
Thompson,  with  a  cross  reference  from  Tompson. 

As  to  variant  spellings  of  Christian  names,  generally  these  are  indexed  alphabetically  as  they 
appear  in  the  text.  If  the  user  of  this  index  does  not  find  the  person  he  seeks,  he  is  advised  to 
consider  possible  variant  spellings,  as  Elizabeth  for  Lizzie. 

In  case  there  are  more  than  ten  page  references  for  different  persons  of  the  same  name,  the 
index  separates  and  distinguishes  them  by  indicating  their  ancestry,  as  “John3  (John2),”  “John3 
(Peter2).”
